3. The contracting power pledge 


themselves not to sell old vessels to 
other nations which might become 
war vessels for these other powers. 
This is designed to prevent vessels 
destined for the scra-p heap from be- 
ing sold outside. 
New vessels can 


bo built for outside nations. 


Another provison hitherto secret, 


permits the contracting nations to re- 
tain 
two vessels 
each—from the 


scrapping list—to be converted in- 
to aircraft carriers, even it they ex- 
ceed the 27,000 ton limit.
